Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  1921.  It  is  made  in 
accordance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
which  are  prescribed  within  the  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

The  Port  was  permanently  constituted  a Port  Sanitary  District 
by  the  Local  Government  Board,  May  9th,  1883. 

I. — Constitution  of  Port  Sanitary  Authority: 

“ The  Port  Sanitary  Authority  is  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and 
Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Newport,  acting  by  the  Council. 
It  discharges  Port  functions  in  waters  abutting  upon  the  Magor 
and  St.  Mellons  Rural  Sanitary  Districts  in  addition  to  the 
Newport  Urban  Sanitary  District.” 


II- — Limits  of  Jurisdiction  : — 

Ihe  whole  of  the  Port  of  Newport  (Order  May  9th,  1883) 
By  the  Treasury  Warrant,  dated  December  20th,  1S4;,  the  limits 
of  the  Port  of  Newport  are  defined  as  commencing  at  Redwick 
Pill,  in  the  County  of  Monmouth,  being  the  Western  extremity 
of  the  Port  of  Chepstow,  and  continues  along  the  coast  of  the 

said  County  to  the  River  Rumney,  and  Seaward  to  the  middle  of 
the  Severn.” 
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III.  — Riparian  Districts  included  (wholly  or  in  part)  in  the  Port 
Sanitary  District : — 

County  Borough  of  Newport. 

Magor  Council  District.  Parishes — Nash,  Goldcliff  and  Redwick. 

St.  Mellons  Council  District.  Parishes — St.  Bribes,  Peterstone, 
Rurnney. 

IV.  — Apportionment  of  Expenses:  — 

The  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  contributes  according  to  the 
rateable  value  of  its  district,  and  the  Rural  Sanitary  Authorities 
contribute  according  to  the  rateable  value  of  their  riparian 
parishes. 

The  proportions  contributed  by  the  various  Riparian  Authorities 
towards  expenses  incurred  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  are  as 
follows  : —

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GENERAL  INSPECTION. 


Inspector  Jenkins  and  Assistant  Inspector  Weaver  made  1,701 
routine  inspections  of  vessels  during  1921  ; in  addition  597  re-visits 
were  made  to  see  that  notices  had  been  complied  with,  to  vessels 
with  sickness  on  board,  and  to  those  arriving  indirectly  from  ports 
infected  with  cholera,  yellow  fever,  plague,  or  small  pox. 

848  of  the  vessels  which  entered  from  foreign  ports  were  in- 
spected,  of  these  144  or  16.9  were  found  to  have  sanitary  defects  on 
board  (sailing  vessels,  12.5  per  cent,  and  steamships,  17  per  cent.). 

851  of  the  “coastwise  vessels”  were  inspected,  43  of  these 
or  5.3  per  cent,  were  insanitary  in  some  respects  (sailing  ships,  o, 
steamships,  7 per  cent.). 

The  average  percentage  found  insanitary,  according  to  the 
present  standard  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  was  11  per  cent.,  compared 
with  10.7  in  1920,  13.97  m 1919,  and  16. 1 during  the  10  years 
immediately  preceding  the  War.

The  1 American,  2 Brazilian,  2 Finnish,  1 Japanese,  1 Lettish, 
1 Portuguese,  and  3 Uruguayian  vessels  which  were  inspected  were 
free  from  defects. 


HYGIENE  OF  CREWS’  SPACES. 

The  recommendations  made  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1919, 
which  were  considered  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  last  year,  lead 
to  the  passing  of  the  following  resolutions:  — 

1.  — That  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  immediate  revision  of  the 

British  Regulations  for  the  Hygiene  of  crews’  spaces,  etc. 

2.  — That  the  matter  should  be  considered  by  a Joint  Committee 

representing  the  Board  of  Trade,  Ministry  of  Health,  Ship- 
owners, Shipbuilders,  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Merchant 
Service,  Port  Sanitary  Authorities,  and  the  Admiralty. 
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3.  That  in  view  of  the  International  nature  of  the  question  of 

Marine  Hygiene,  the  Government  should  make  every 
endeavour  to  have  the  above  subject  dealt  with  by  an 
International  Board,  such  as  the  League  of  Nations,  with 
the  object  of  establishing  a minimum  International 
Standard  for  the  Mercantile  Marine  of  the  leading  nations 
of  the  world. 

4.  — That  copies  of  the  foregoing  resolution,  together  with  the 

statement  above  set  out,  be  forwarded  to  the  Prime 
Minister,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  Minister  of 
Health,  Local  Members  of  Parliament,  Port  Sanitary 
Authorities,  and  others  interested  in  Port  Sanitary 
Hygiene. 

The  matter  has  received  the  special  attention  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  Port  Authorities  of  Great  Britain,  with  the  result  that  detailed 
recommendations  have  been  adopted  by  that  body  for  submission 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Board  of  Trade. 

It  is  not  my  intention,  therefore,  in  the  present  report  to  refer 
in  detail  to  the  unsatisfactory  arrangements  existing  in  this  country 
for  ensuring  a proper  standard  of  Hygiene  in  crews’  quarters  on 
board  British  built  and  British  owned  vessels. 

The  Board  of  Trade  instructions  to  Surveyors  have  not  been 
been  materially  improved  for  many  years  ; there  were  a few  sugges- 
tions or  recommendations  added  in  the  1912  Instructions,  but  they 
were  not  obligatory.  In  view  of  the  serious  attention  which  has 
been  paid  to  the  subject  by  other  maritime  nations  and  the  large 
amount  of  new  tonnage  which  has  been  built  since  the  War,  a great 
opportunity  for  making  good  the  lack  of  attention  paid  to  the  subject 
during  the  pre-war  days  has  been  missed. 

In  one  of  the  many  coastal  villages  of  West  Wales,  which  have 
been  the  nurseries  of  a large  number  of  the  best  type  of  officers  and 
men  in  the  Mercantile  Marine  Service  of  this  country,  a little  scroll, 
of  which  the  following  is  a copy,  was  recently  shown  to  one  who  is 
interested  in  the  subject:  — 

“ This  Scroll  is  written  to  honour  that  Great  Company  of 
“ Men>  who-  though  trained  only  to  a peaceful  traffic  of  the  sea,  yet, 
“ in  the  hour  of  national  danger,  gave  themselves  with  the  ancient 
‘‘  skill  and  endurance  of  their  breed  to  face  new  perils  and  new 
cruelties,  and  m a just  cause  served  fearlessly  to  the  end,  and  this 
ls  wntten  further  to  ensure  that  among  the  rest  shall  be  ever 
freshly  remembered  the  name  and  service  of  Evan  LEWIS  THOMAS.” 
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The  above  is  worthy  of  the  serious  attention  of  the  Central 
Authorities  of  this  country  who  are  responsible  for  the  housing  of 
the  Mercantile  Marine. 

PORT  SANITARY  REGULATIONS. 

The  existing  facilities  for  preventing  the  importation  and 
spread  of  disease  are  briefly  as  follows  : — 

(i.)  Newport  Pilots  board  vessels  bound  for  Newport  at  or  near 
Barry  Roads,  and  they  have  full  instructions  from  the 
Pilotage  Board  to  make  careful  enquiries  re  sickness  during 
the  voyage  or  at  time  of  boardin  gthe  vessel. 

(ii.)  The  Pilots  and  Customs  Officials  are  provided  with  lists  of 
Ports  reported  to  be  infected  with  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever, 
Plague,  or  Small  Pox,  revised  periodically  by  the  M.O.H. 

(iii.)  Special  enquiries  are  made  by  the  Pilots  boarding  vessels 
from  infected  ports,  and  they  are  instructed  to  deal  with 
them  as  follows  : — 

(a)  If  there  is  sickness  on  board,  they  have  instructions  to  send 
a telegram  to  the  M.O.H.  by  wireless  or  via  Lloyds  Barry 
Station,  and  to  detain  the  vessel  at  the  mooring  station 
until  the  arrival  of  the  M.O.H. 

(The  Port  Sanitary  Authority  is  awaiting  the  approval 
of  the  Ministry  to  the  substitution  of  Barry  Roads  for  the 
“ Spit  ” as  the  mooring  station  under  the  Cholera  Regula- 
tions in  the  interests  of  efficiency  and  economy).  The 
present  mooring  station  is  at  the  Spit,  and  under  present 
conditions  it  is  more  difficult  and  expensive  to  obtain  a tug 
to  proceed  to  the  Spit  than  to  reach  Barry  Roads  by  a 
tender  or  motor  boat  from  Barry  Docks. 

(b)  Vessels  from  infected  or  suspected  Ports  with  no  sickness 
on  board  are  allowed  to  proceed  to  Newport  ; on  arrival  at 
the  entrance  to  the  Docks,  the  vessels  are  boarded  by  the 
Customs,  and  the  Preventive  Officer  in  charge  telephones  to 
the  Health  Department  by  day,  and  to  the  residence  of  the 
Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  after  office  hours,  and  at 
night  to  report  the  matter  and  receive  instructions  for 
the  disposal  of  the  vessel.  They  are  inspected  in  the  locks 
or  in  the  Docks  of  “ all  well  ” on  board. 
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HOSPITALS. 


(i) .  Flat  Holm  Cholera  Hospital. 

(ii) .  Cefn  Port  Sanitary  Hospital. 

(iii) .  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

Arrangements  exist  with  the  Cardiff  Port  Sanitary  Authority  for 
the  removal  of  cases  and  suspected  cases  of  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever, 
and  Plague,  on  vessels  bound  for  Newport,  to  the  Cholera  Hospital 
on  the  Flat  Holm. 


Cases  of  Smallpox  are  treated  at  the  Newport  Port  Sanitary 
Hospital  at  Cefn. 

Cases  of  Typhoid,  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Influenza,  Pneu- 
monia, etc.,  are  removed  to  the  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital. 

Non-infectious  cases  are  admitted  from  the  Port  to  the  Royal 
Gwent  Hospital  or  Wooloston  House  Infirmary  (Board  of  Guardians). 

The  Port  is  not  specially  exposed  to  risks  of  the  introduction  of 
infectious  diseases  from  abroad.  In  fact  with  reference  to  Cholera, 
Yellow  Fever,  and  Plague,  vessels  seldom  arrive  at  the  Port  directly 
from  infected  ports  ; they  nearly  all  arrive  via  other  Continental  or 
British  ports,  as  Newport  at  present  is  not  a grain  importing  port. 

With  reference  to  cleansing  or  disinfecting  of  verminous 
persons  and  their  belongings,  as  neither  passengers  nor  aliens 
arri\e  at  the  port,  the  work  is  confined  to  the  reqirements  of  the 
crews  of  vessels. 

No  special  facilities  exist,  apart  from  the  two  Steam  Disinfec- 
tors, for  disinfecting  clothes  and  bedding  on  board  vessels.  In  cases 
of  infectious  diseases,  and  if  necessary,  verminous  conditions,  all 
in  ected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  is  removed  by  van  to  be  disinfected 

by  steam  at  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital,  or  at  the  new  station  at  the 
Destructor. 


A new  and  inexpensive  apparatus  has  recently  been  placed  on 
the  market,  which  can  be  piovided  with  steam  from  the  vessels 
steam  pipes.  This  apparatus  would  be  very  suitable  for  dealing 
h ,nfected  and  verminous  bedding,  etc.,  economically  and  quickly.

NOTICE. 

TO  THE  MASTER  OR  OFFICER  IN  CHARCE  OF  A SHIP. 

Every  Master  or  other  person  in  charge  of  a ship  arriving  in 
the  Port  of  Newport  with  any  person  on  board  suffering  from  any 
Infectious  Disease,  such  as  ACUTE  PRIMARY  PNEUMONIA, 
ACUTE  INFLUENZAL  PNEUMONIA,  CEREBRO  SPINAL  FEVER, 
DIPHTHERIA,  ERYSIPELAS,  MALARIA,  RELAPSING  FEVER, 
SCARLET  FEVER,  SMALLPOX,  TUBERCULOSIS,  TYPHOID 
FEVER,  or  TYPHUS  FEVER,  shall  forthwith,  send  notice  to  Dr.  J. 
Howard  Jones,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Port  Sanitary  Offices, 
Town  Hall,  Newport  and  cause  such  ship  to  stop  on  arrival  in  any 
Dock,  Basin,  Harbour  or  Canal  until  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
has  boarded  her. 

NOTE. — By  Section  1 (3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1896,  any 
person  who  wilfully  neglects  or  refuses  to  obey  or  carry  out,  or 
obstructs  the  execution  of  any  regulation  made  under  Section  130 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  or  under  that  Section  as  extended 
to  London  by  the  Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891,  or  as  amended 
by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1896,  is  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding 
ONE  HUNDRED  POUNDS,  and  in  the  case  of  a continuing  offence 
to  a further  penalty  not  exceeding  FIFTY  POUNDS  for  every  day 
during  which  the  offence  continues. 

With  a view  of  removing  local  conditions  known  to  favour 
the  spread  of  Infectious  Diseases,  Masters  of  Vessels  are  requested 
to  see  to  the  following,  viz:  — 

1.  That  all  water  supplied  to  ships  for  drinking  purposes 
is  of  good  quality. 

2.  That  all  receptacles  in  which  water  is  stored  on  ship 
board  are  of  suitable  material  (iron  is  best)  and  that  they  are  kept 
thoroughly  clean. 

3.  That  all  water  closets  are  well  flushed  and  kept  clean  at 
all  times  and  that  they  are  from  time  to  time  sprinkled  with  carbolic 
acid  or  some  other  deodorant. 

4.  That  no  bilge  water,  refuse  or  other  offensive  material 
is  allowed  to  accumulate  or  putrify  on  board  ; and  that  all  places 
wherein  such  matters  are  liable  to  be  deposited  are  kept  at  all 
times  thoroughly  sweet  and  clean. 

5.  That  no  berth,  forecastle,  etc.,  is  overcrowded. 

6.  That  steps  are  taken  to  destroy  rats  and  mice  on  board 
ship  in  conformity  with  the  regulations.

Free  treatment  is  available  at  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  at 
the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital,  which  is  conveniently  situated  for  vessels 
in  the  Docks  and  at  the  Wharves. 

Notices  are  left  on  board  vessels  entering  the  port,  which  contain 
particulars  of  the  sessions  when  treatment  can  be  obtained.  Par- 
ticulars are  also  supplied  with  reference  to  the  facilities  for  treat- 
ment in  other  ports. 

Seamen  attending  the  clinics  are  given  cards  when  they  leave 
(V.  15  card),  which  contain  particulars  of  the  treatment  they  have 
received  for  the  information  of  the  Medical  Attendant  who  may  give 
them  further  treatment.  During  1921,  37  “V.  15”  cards  were 
issued.

DERATISATION  OF  VESSELS. 

No  Plague  infected,  or  Plague  suspected  vessels  arrived  at 
Newport  during  1921. 

52  vessels  were  inspected  for  the  existence  of  Rats.  Of  these, 
28  vessels  were  subjected  to  deratisation,  with  the  result  that  779 
rats  were  killed  on  board  these  vessels.

103  Certificates  were  issued  to  Masters  of  vessels  proceeding 
to  Spanish  ports  to  the  effect  that  the  vessels  had  either  been 
deratised  or  that  on  inspection  they  were  found  to  be  free  from  rats. 

The  amount  received  for  deratisation  of  28  vessels  amounted  to 
£^2  12s.  gd.  ; and  ^iq8  3s.  od.  was  received  for  certificates  issued 
to  Masters  of  vessels  to  Spanish  ports. 

The  Spanish  requirements  have  lately  been  modified  to  the 
extent  that  certificates  of  deratisation  are  only  required  every  six 
months  for  British  vessels,  instead  of  every  voyage. 

The  ratcatcher  employed  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  has 
in  addition  paid  special  attention  to  the  neighbourhood  of  the  docks, 
wharves,  river  banks,  and  warehouses,  and  refuse  tips  near  the 
docks  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  rat  population.  There  has 
been  a very  marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  rats  in  the  port. 

62,880  baits  were  laid,  traps  and  rat  lime,  dogs  and  ferrets 
were  also  utilised  for  this  purpose.  3,316  dead  rats  were  found 
as  a result  of  these  efforts.

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DOCK  SANITATION  AND  REFUSE  REMOVAL. 


There  is  no  organised  system  of  collection  of  the  refuse  which 
is  produced  on  vessels  during  their  stay  in  port. 

The  ashes  or  clinker  is  removed  by  the  Dock  Authorities  on 
request  ; whilst  much  of  the  kitchen  or  food  refuse  is  burnt  in 
the  boilers,  etc.  In  other  cases  it  is  allowed  to  accumulate  on 
until  an  opportunity  occurs  for  dumping  it  overboard  after  leaving 
port. 

In  both  cases  it  is  wasted,  whereas  it  is  a valuable  pig  food. 

If  arrangements  could  be  made  for  its  utilisation  as  such  at  the 
Corporation  piggeries  at  the  Destructor  works,  a serious  source  of 
nuisance  on  board  ships  would  be  removed  and  waste  would  be 
prevented. 

Possibly  arrangements  might  be  made  with  some  launch  or 
barge  owner  for  its  collection  for  a definite  sum  per  ton,  if  the 
Corporation  would  collect  it  at  the  Docks,  by  arrangement  with  the 
Alexandra  Dock  Company,  whose  officials  are  fully  alive  to  the  need 
of  improvement  in  that  direction. 

I wish  again  to  thank  the  Collector  of  Customs  and  his  “ Pre- 
ventive ” Staff,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Pilotage  Board  for  affording 
prompt  and  valuable  assistance  at  all  times  in  carrying  out  the 
Regulations,  and  to  Inspector  Jenkins  and  his  Assistant,  for  their 
conscientious  attention  to  their  duties.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

During  the  year,  1701  vessels  were  inspected,  of  these,  1216 
were  British,  and  485  were  Foreign.  187  vessels  were  found  to  have 
sanitary  defects  onboard,  597  re-visits  were  made  to  see  that  notices 
had  been  complied  with,  visits  were  also  made  to  vessels  having 
cases  of  sickness  on  board,  and  to  those  arriving  from  infected  areas.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (UNSOUND  FOOD)  REGULATION. 

Norwegian  M.  V.  Ruth  arrived  with  cargo  of  potatoes,  305  Tons, 
the  whole  of  which  were  condemned  by  the  M.O.H.  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption  and  taken  out  to  the  Bristol  Channel  and  thrown 
overboard  during  the  voyage  to  Swansea.  There  was  no  alternative 
method  of  disposal  ashore.
